At other times he 
had a store at Hurlbutville and got out wood from along the 
Lansing Kill. In these and other activities he succeeded in 
stirring up an unbelievable number of resentments. The 
nearest he ever came to getting his come-uppances, however, 
was when Herbert Fitch, a young man from over east of the 
canal, into one of his columns of news notes which he 
contributed to the Boonville Herald dropped a brief 
paragraph: “Having built a floating summer residence, Ira 
Hart and wife are quietly gliding eastward on the raging Erie 
Canal." The entire valley chuckled, one and all aware that the 
floating palace was a tow of spars and piles upon which Ira 
was heading for Troy."

Sir William Johnson, in a letter to Lieutenant Governor 
Cadwallader Colden, states "Two or three days ago I received 
Information that Lawrence Blasius a german Taylor an Inhabitant 
of Canajoharee, has inveigled two young Indians of that place to 
accompany him to England, these Indians being of George Klocks 
party one of them allways living at his house, there is great Reason 
to think he is principally concerned in sending them on some of his 
customary Fraudulencies. The Canajoharees on hearing of their 
Departure sent to me, desiring their Journey should be stopped, as 
they were ignorant of the Cause of it, and justly apprehend they go 
on no good Design. I shall be glad you will please to take this into 
Consideration, and do therin what you may think necessary, as also 
favour me with your Sentiments about it."” 

Sir William Johnson, in a letter to General Thomas Gage in New 
York, states "I have received information that one Lawrence 
Blasius a German Taylor who is an Inhabitant of Conajohare has 
persuaded two Young Indians of that place to go with him to 
England, and they are now in New York, on which Acctt. ye. 
Indians have complained to me requesting they may by all means 
be prevented from going, as they apprehend, & I beleive rightly 
that 'tis a design of one George Klock who has already bred great 
distrubance amongst them by forming Parties & seduceing them to 
give private Grants of Lands. I submit to your Excellency wt. is 
best to be done in that case."8

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that he had employd a certain Person at Albany to Procure him 
your Pass. I find he has Choyce of Partners at New York to engage 
with him and unless he is secure in my opinion will go off. He has 
made application to General Gage for a Pass But was not heard, on 
accot of the Indian the General told him that you was the Propper
